Deposits in the Commercial 
Bank of West Liberty reached 
another all-time year-end high 
on Dec. 31. 1954. according to the 
bank’s year-end report of condi¬ 
tion published this week. 

Deposits on Dec. 31, 1954 were 
$3,754,785.94, an increase of $270,- 
356.64 over the same time a year 
earlier. This compares to an in¬ 
crease of $108,234.00 in 1953 over 
1952 and an increase of $29,644.00 
in 1952 over 1951. 

Total assets of the bank on Dec. 
31, 1954 amounted to $4,009,270.40, 
an increase of $288,863.14 over 
the $3,720,407.26 a year earlier.

Morgan county’s cash income 
from burley tobacco rose to $1,- 
851,273.79 at noon Thursday as 
checks commenced coming in from 
crops sold since sales were re¬ 
sumed Tuesday after the holiday 
recess. 

The $1,581,273.79 income was 
on the basis of 2,454 checks that 
have cleared through the Com¬ 
mercial Bank here so far during 
the selling season. On the same 
day last year 2.087 checks had 
cleared to total $1,371,577.08. 

Prices remained firm as post¬ 
holiday sales were resumed Tues¬ 
day, but sagged considerably on 
Wednesday. Tuesday’s state-wide 
average was $50.93, slightly above 
the last day of pre-holiday sales. 
But the average dropped $1.19 
Wednesday, down to $49.74. 

Average for the 16 days of pre¬ 
holiday sales was $51.36. 

Mountain grown tobacco was 
still in good demand when the 
markets reopened Tuesday and 
the price was firm. Both quality 
and quantity of offerings, how¬ 
ever, were down from pre-holi¬ 
day sales, and prices dropped ac¬ 
cordingly Wednesday. Good grade 
leaf still brought good prices, 
however. 

An increasing percentage of 
high case or soft tobacco was a 
depressing factor Wednesday, and 
made buyers more cautions. With 
the sales over the hump, the vol¬ 
ume of inferior marketing is in¬ 
creasing. 

The co-ops took about 27 % of 
Tuesday’s offerings and slightly 
more than that Wednesday.

George W. Stidham, 71, of up¬ 
per Grassy near Buskirk. was 
struck and instantly killed by an 
auto driven by Asa L. Faulkner 
of Helechawa on the Grassy Creek 
highway in front of the Stidham 
home Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr. Stidham was returning from 
a spring across the highway from 
his home carrying a bucket of 
water when he was hit. Faulk¬ 
ner stopped his car immediately 
but Stidham had died almost in¬ 
stantly of internal injuries, brok¬ 
en legs, etc. 

State Trooper Charles Hackley 
and Deputy Sheriff Darrell Blev¬ 
ins investigated the accident. 

Faulkner, who was bringing a 
relative to the doctor when the 
tragedy occurred, told officers 
Stidham stopped about midway 
the road, apparently to let his 
car pass, but later stepped direct¬ 
ly in front "bf the car and that 
he believed the aged man became 
confused. 

Stidham lived with his wife, 
Mrs. Nettie Salee Stidham, near 
the highway. 

Funeral services will be con¬ 
ducted Friday morning at 10 
o’clock at the Salem church with 
Rev. A. C. Smith officiating, and 
interment will be made in the 
cemetery at Helechawa under di¬ 
rection of Potter Funeral Home. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Stid¬ 
ham is survived by six sons and 
daughters, Arlis and Oaville of 
Franklin, Ohio: Mrs. Martha Ross 
of Grassy Creek, and Lena, De¬ 
borah and William, at home. 

The deceased was a member of 
the Baptist church.

WASHINGTON—A new map 
published by the United States 
Geological Survey describes the 
structures associated with oil and 
gas production in a section of 
Eastern Kentucky. 

The Irvine-Paint Creek fault, 
the Caney anticline, and Johnson 
Creek fault are shown in part on 
the map. Key beds useful in map¬ 
ping are illustrated by 11 strai- 
graphic sections at a vertical 
scale of 1 inch equaling 20 feet, 
and are described in a brief text 
about the outcropping rocks. 

The map concerns the area of 
the White Oak quadrangle and 
covers about 59 square miles in 
Magoffin and Morgan counties. 
The work is part of a general in -1 
vestigation by the Geological 
Survey of the occurrence of oil, 
gas and coal in Eastern Kentucky. 
Co-operating are the Kentucky 
Geological Survey and the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky. 


Starts Jan. 3 In S^ate 

Kentucky opens its 'March of 
Dimes campaign on Monday, Jan. 
3 in conjunction with the na¬ 
tional effort to raise $64,000,000 
to fight polio in 1955. 

In what was the most signifi¬ 
cant year in the history of the 
Nationla Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis’ search for a preventive 
against paralytic polio, Kentucky 
experienced its second highest 
polio case rate in history, second 
only to 1952 when 1762 cases were 
reported. 

Kentucky had a large part in 
the 1954 vaccine field trials last 
spring when 7500 children in Jef¬ 
ferson and Fayette counties par¬ 
ticipated in the test to determine 
the effectiveness of th Salk polio 
vaccine. The National Foundation 
will spend $9,000,000 to make the 
vaccine available in 1955 to chil¬ 
dren most susceptible to polio if 
the results of the vaccine test 
are favorable. 

State March of Dimes Chairman 
Dr. Frank Kraus of Bardstown. 
said this week that county March 
of Dimes directors are going all 
out to raise $1,000,000 to meet 
the increased state and national 
polio needs next year. 


Jay Young of Boyd county, a 
member of the Boyd county 4-H 
club council, has been named 
chairman of a committee to se¬ 
lect a site for a new permanent 
4-H club camp for tbe 20 coun¬ 
ties of Northeastern Kentucky. 

Young was named at a meeting 
of 4-H leaders and Extension 
Service agents held in Paintsville 
Wednesday. 

Next meeting of the group will 
be held in West Liberty in April 
and officers of the group said it 
is hoped that the location com¬ 
mittee will have completed its 
work by that time and will be 
able to make a report on the 
site selected. 

Fourteen of the 20 counties in 
the area were represented at the 
Paintsville meeting, which was 
called by J. H. Trail, general 
chairman of the group. 

Other members of the location 
committee named to pick a site 
for a permanent camp are: Rob¬ 
ert Dupree of Greenup county; 
Marvin Music of Floyd county; 
John Bertram, Jr. of Lewis coun¬ 
ty; Carl Redwine of Elliott: Bob 
Bishop, Rowan; Raymond Hemp¬ 
hill of Morgan; Kenneth Trimble 
of Johnson: Oren Hinkle of Mai- 
tin; and C. R. Bevan of Menifee 

Selected to advise with the lo¬ 
cation committee are R. H. Lick- 
ert, assistant state agent, and 
Earl G. Welch, agricultural engi¬ 
neer, and Margaret Gulley, field 
agent in 4-H club work. 

W. G. Ratliff of Morgan county 
was named chairman of the ways 
and means committee. Tom Ball 
of Lawrence county will head the 
facilities and policy committee. 

A permanent camp to replace 
the present three camps in the 20- 
county area is planned. Morgan 
county, which is near the center 
of the region and the top agri¬ 
cultural county in the region, has 
been suggested as a site for the 
new camp.

The huge 
stocks of burley probably consti¬ 
tute one reason for the large 
amounts going into Government 
loan this season. Other reasons 
mentioned are health factors, in¬ 
fluence of filter tip cigarettes and 
apparent willingness of some 
companies to let tobacco go un¬ 
der loan. Price supports apply to 
tobacco that fai> to bring the av¬ 
erage of $46.40 a hundred pounds. 


PARIS. Ky. — Cloud-seeding 
operations will been next week 
in an effort to bring more rain 
to Bourbon county. Installation 
of generators started yesterday. 

The generators bum chemi¬ 
cals, giving off silver iodide 
particles which are supposed to 
rise into the clouds and increase 
rainfall. 

Ken Pruitt of the Water Re¬ 
sources Development C'orpora- 
ton. Denver, said permanent 
generators will be set up at 
Hodgenvlle, Vol’imbia. Mount 
Vernon. Danville. Slade. More- 
head, Maysville. Falmouth, Ow- 
enton, Shelbyvllle and Lexing¬ 
ton. 

These and a mobile unit will 
permit seeding of frontal cloud 
formations moving toward the 
county. After three years of 
drouth. Bourbon farmers put 
$18,900 for the project, hoping 
to get one-third more rainfall.

Tree Planting Program Planned In 
Morgan County By Farm Agencies 


MORGAN HAD NEARLY 
NORMAL RAIN LAST YEAR 

Morgan county enjoyed nearly 
a normal rainfall last year while 
the rest of the state and much of 
the nation suffered its worst 
drouth in many years. 

John Turner, official U. S. 
weather observer at West Lib¬ 
erty. reports rainfall here totaled 
45.57 inches during 1954 as com¬ 
pared to an average of 46 to 50 
inches over a period of years. 

Dryest month in Morgan county 
last year was in November when 
1.83 inches of rainfall was re¬ 
corded. February was next dry¬ 
est with 2.06 inches. No other 
month fell below 2 , 4 inches. 

Although farmers complained 
of lack of rainfall in Morgan 
early last year, the precipitation 
was sufficient to make a good 
crop of tobacco. This was be¬ 
cause rainfall in spring months of 
March, April and May averaged 
only 3 inches. But the summer 
months of June, July and August 
averaged 5.67 inches. Wettest 
month last year in Morgan was 
July with a total of 7.86 inches. 

October and November proved 
excellent curing months for to¬ 
bacco with an average of 2*4 
inches of rain falling each month.

Idle 
and unprotective 14nd is robbing 
the owner of taxes and giving 
nothing in return. A tree crop, 
natural or artifically planted, will 
give the owner a return of 6 per¬ 
cent to 8 percent on his invest¬ 
ment. if managed and harvested 
under good forestry practice. 

Many farmers and landowners 
in Morgan county are recogniz¬ 
ing the many values in growing 
trees on their steep hillsides and 
idle forgotten acres. 

You may order your tree seed¬ 
lings from County Agent Carl W 
Sinclair; Virgil Lewis, Ranger. 
Division of Forestry; Berlyn 
Brown, Soil Conservation Serv¬ 
ice. All of these offices are lo¬ 
cated in West Liberty. Gene Rey¬ 
nolds, Service Forester. Division 
of Forestry. Morehead, is avail¬ 
able for any questions or prob¬ 
lems you may have in connection 
with tree planting or woodland 
management.

Chandler, who formally entered 
the race Nov. 24 after months of 
campaigning, is more widely 
known.

Combs, who says he’s “seriously 
considering” entry into the con¬ 
test, is well known in East Ken¬ 
tucky, but mainly just among 
those connected with the legal 
profession in the western section. 
He has been city attorney of his 
home town, Prestonsburg, and 
commonwealth’s Attorney as well 
as judge of the Court of Appeals. 

Chandler, now 56. was dubbed 
“Happy” years ago for his boysh 
enthusiasm and an ever-present 
smile. He’s the hail-fellow-well- 
met type, a bg handshaker. He 
likes to sing as well as make 
speeches. And he long has had 
the reputation of never forgetting 
a name, once introduced to some¬ 
one. 

Combs, now 43, is more re¬ 
served, almost what you fre¬ 
quently hear referred to as “the 
quiet type.” His face still has a 
boyish look, though his har is 
turning gray. While rather quiet, 
it’s not that he seems shy. Far 
from it. He talks easily and is 
rated an effective speaker. 

Both men seem to take pleasure 
in listening, too. and are courte¬ 
ous to their callers. Both have 
sought to improve themselves, as 
their careers show.

Combs likes to work on ways 
to make his legal opinons on 
Kentucky's highest court more 
easily understood. He strives for 
words and sentences void of as 
much “legalese” as possible. 

It’s not an unusual occurrence 
to find the judge, whose Capitol 
office is next to press headquar¬ 
ters here, talking with veteran 
reporters on how to improve sen¬ 
tence structure and use of words. 

And it's not unusual to see 
Chandler stopped on a street— 
for he’s a frequent visitor to 
Frankfort from his nearby home 
town of Versailles—hearing advice 
on what to do about a particular 
governmental problem, given by 
some friend, or volunteered by 
an acquaintance.

One Disease Of Ewes 
Now Can be Prevented 


Pregnancy disease, formerly the 
cause of heavy losses in breeding 
ewes in Kentucky and still the 
cause of some losses can be en¬ 
tirely prevented through proper 
feeding according to County Agent 
Carl W. Sinclair. 

This trouble, which appears 
during the last few weeks of 
pregnancy, occurs mainly in ewes 
older than yearlings and carrying 
twin or triplet lambs. Pregnancy 
disease is not confined to thin 
ewes. Ewes in high condition 
when allowed to get fat while 
pasture are good and then lose 
flesh as they approach lambing 
are especially subject to preg¬ 
nancy disease. Old and weaker 
ewes crowded out at the feed 
trough often come down with 
pregnancy disease. 

Most of the hay fed to ewes 
should be green leafy alfalfa or 
Korean lespedeza hay. 

Two pounds of this kind of hay 
a day per ewe is usually enough 
as long as the ewes are getting a 
fair amount of grazing. Grain is 
generally added to the ration 
about three weeks to one month 
before lambing. It is seldom 
necessary to feed more than one- 
half pound of shelled com a day 
per ewe until after lambing, when 
the ration is usually increased to 
three-fourths to one pound of 
shelled corn daily per ewe, de¬ 
pending on the amount of grazing 
available and condition of the 
ewes. Ewes that are thin or have 
twin lambs will require more 
grain. 

Combination hay and grain 
bunks are a must in sheep pro¬ 
duction, as sheep fed on the 
ground pick up parasites, and 
other organisms often causing se¬ 
vere losses. 

Care should be taken that 
pregnant ewes are not chased by 
dogs or horses. \
